Equality Is Hearer Attainment in 
Capitalistic System Than 
Elsewhere 


By GEORGE PECK 


We heir much hese days ab out 
equality, b ut there seems to b e a 
vide divergence of opinion as to just 
what "equality" means when applied 
to the human family. 
As a socialist \hat he means b v 
equality,” and he will tell you it 
means a civilization in which all 
equally share the wealth. He will 
neglect to add that it generally 
means sharing he poverty. 
Ask a capitalist or a b eliever in 
the capitalistic system and the de­ 
finition you will get from him is 
that •equality" is the civilization in 
which all have equal opportunity 
and equality b efore the law. 
Commencing with the Fren h Re­ 
volution the socialistic dream of 
equality of wealth has led to vast 
cruelty and endless b loodshed, all to 
very little purpose. At times the 
b ourgeoisie and the upper class 
either have b een relegated to the 
sidelines or completely liquidated 
b y the proletariat; wealth has b een 
confiscated and divided. But. in 
every such case, it was not long 
until the people discovered that the 
b eautiful theory of equal sha ing 
of the wealth does not work out in 
practice. By killing off or rendering 
inactive the b rains of a nation, the 
sum total of a complishment is pov­ 
erty for all. 
Any government can immediately 
estab lish equality of a sort b y tak­ 
ing avay property from the rich 
‘ haves" and distrib uting it among 
the poor "have-nots.” Currently that 
what we are doing through progres­ 
sive income taxation, social security, 
unemployment doles, etc. In the 
past, whenever and wherever 
a 
government has undertaken equa 
distrib ution 
of 
the 
wealth, 
thf 
"h’ave-nots" did not b ecome less 
poor Notab le examples of this are 
the French and Russian Revolu­ 
tions. 
Why did these fail? Simply b e­ 
cause confiscation of the property 
of the rich, even if honestly dis­ 
trib uted among the general popula­ 
tion, no more raises he level of 
wealth than a cup of water appre­ 
ciab ly raises the level of the water 
in a b athtub The net result of 
those two revolutions was to pro- 
du e an equally of poverty This is 
al vays to do anl any dictatorship 
can a c co m p lish is far more difficult 
an equality of plenty, 
Ilere in America we haa made 
considerab le 
progress 
toward 
ar 
equality of plenty in a capitalistic 
economy. It would b e idle for us 
to contend .we had reached that 
much-to-h * desired goal, 
b ut we 
were on the right track. At least, 
we had tiaveled further toward it 
than has any other nation in the 
entire history of the world. 
We know the formula for achie­ 
ving an equality of plenty — it is to 
produce a sufficiently large quantity j 
of tnings, and he distrib ution of 
them will take care of itself. The au­
